AN ACT to amend Chapter sixty-two (62) of the General Laws of 
1860, entitled "An act concerning the terms of court in the. 
fourth judicial circuit." 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, rep rex , ii frtl in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as Allows: 

SECTION .1 Section two of chapter sixty-two (62) ryoil:trice for ?tn. 
of the general laws of 1860, entitled "An act concern- court, Kewaunee 

ing the terms of court in the fourth judicial circuit," is gt=1;: nge. 
hereby amended by adding to the end thereof the fol- 
lowing: "There shall be no grand or petit jury sum-
moned or empanneled for the July term of the circuit 
court for said Kewaunee county, unless ordered by the 
judge of said fourth judicial circuit ; said notice to be 
given to the clerk of the circuit court of said Kewaunee 
county, at least twenty days before the commencement 
of said July term of court. When so ordered, a grand 
and petit jury shall be summoned and empanneled as 
provided by law in other cases." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication, which pub-
lication shall be ordered by the secretary of state im-
mediately after its passage.

CHAPTER 153. 

[Published April 3, 1861.] 

AN ACT to provide for the disposal and expenditure of the drain- 
age fund money in Oconto county. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. That portion of the interest of the drain- Whento be paid. 

age fund which is due to the county of Oconto for the 
years 1861 and 1862, shall be paid over to the county 
treasurer of said county, at the same time with the 
money due to said county from the school fund for both 
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'llowexpended.

of said years, and shall be, paid out by said county 
treasurer only on the order• of the commissioners as 
hereinafter directed. 

SECTION 2. The moneys mentioned in section one 
of this act shall be expended on the roads and bridges in 
said county, under the direction of the commissioners 
hereinafter appointed for said county. 

SECTION 3. Eli P. Royce, Martin Green and Uri 
Balcom are hereby appointed commissioners for said 
county, and said Royce shall be acting commissioner, 
and shall have the immediate superintendence of the 
work done on said roads and bridges, and shall re-
ceive for his services the sum of three dollars per day 
for every day actually spent by him in the superinten-
dence of said work : provided, that in case of the inca-
pacity or refusal of said Royce to discharge the duties 
of acting commissioner as aforsaid, either of the other 
two commissioners may discharge the duties and re-
ceive the pay of acting commissioner, until the board 
of supervisors of said county, by warrant under their 
hands, appoint a substitute for said Royce. 

SECTION 5. The said commissioners shall have en-
tire control and superintendence of the expenditure of 
the moneys paid to said county. The commissioners 
of said county may draw orders on the county treasu-
rer of their county, payable from the drainage fund; 
they may employ such overseers, laborers, or let such 
contracts, as they may deem necassary; they shall 
keep a record of their doings and vouchers for all mon-
ey drawn out by them, and shall make a full report of 
their doings and expenditures to the county board of 
supervisors of their county, at the November session in 
1861 and '62. 

SECTION 6. All acts and parts of acts in so far as 
they contravene the provisions of this act, are here-
by repealed. 

SECTION 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
